The city of San Francisco is as mad aa 


a hornet over tlie increase of its assess- 
ment by the State Board of Equalization, 
but no attempt is made to deny its 
justice, save by a. presentation of figures 
of population, from which the argument 
is implied, rather than expressed, that 
the estimate of the city's wealth by the 


i State Board is out oi proportion to that 


_ j of the valuation of the rest of the State. 
— | This is a question of fact on which the 


careful examination made by the board, 
alter hearing the representatives of San 
rraucieco, should be conclusive?. If San 
tranciseo has more wealth in proportion 
to her population than the remainder of 
the State, it id well to have that fact es- 
tablished, as lias been done by the in- 
vestigation. Tiie assessment is not made 
on tho basis of population, and the city 
should rejoice to have the fact advertis- 
ed that its per capita wealth is so much 
above the average, even of the wealthy 
State of California. 


Another method of attack is to fuddle 


the issue by charging the board with 
making an unduly low assessment of 
the railroad property in the State. Of 
course this does not touch the question 
cf fact as regards Sail Francisco at all,
